From each 
side of the bird's body beneath the 
wings spreads a dense tuft of long deli- 
cate plumes, sometimes two feet in 
length of the most intense golder orange 
color and verv glossy but chanfrmgto 
ward the tips into a pale brown

\anousseetionsgave tteir opinions en 
tbe output of feeding straw through 
TJie Rural A'ew Yorker 
An Illinois 


fanner said that now all the oats straw 
and most of the wheat straw is carefully 
stacked. The long swing stacker in use 
enables three men to put up an immense 
semicircular stack 25 or more feet high 
with the greatest ease, and all of the 
chaff, chess and light gram that is blown 
out goes into the stack 
When the stack 


is not in a yard or small pasture, many 
farmers inclose it with a temporary 
lence and ) ard cattle, horses and pigs 
about it all winter 
The horses and 


cattle eat part of it and trample the rest 
down, converting the whole into a mass 
of coarse manure, which is afterward 
hauled out and spread on pastures or 
corn ground 
AVlnle yarded about a 


stack of straw like this the cattle and 
horses are given one feed a day of corn 
fodder with the ear left on, and the pigs 
jarded with them see that none is wast 
ed 


Some farmers put a fence around the 


stock and feed the straw to the animals 
in la^ge feed rusks placed just outside 
the fence 
After the stock have picked 


a rackful over, (he coarser stuff remain- 
ing 13 thrown out to be trampled down 
and a new supply takes its place 
With 


one feed of shock corn a day, both horses 
and cattle winter nicely on straw 
Sheep also do well on good bright straw 
with one feed of mixed oats and shelled 
corn a day. It wouldn't pay here to 
chop and steam the straw, and the stock 
eat very little more of it when dampened 
and mixed «-th ground feed of any kind 


A farmer writing from New York 


said 
"Stock will eat more straw and 


there will be less waste when it is chop 
ped and moistened with water ana 
sprinkled with meal 
Whether this 


would be profitable to the farmers would 
depend upon his snpplv of other feed 
and the amount of labor at his com- 
mand. Were it necessar> to econo 
m.ze straw and feed more gram, it would 
undoubted]} pay to steam and moisten 
the straw " 


A Virginia corresoondent wrote on 


the subject as follows 
' Straw should 


be well put up in a rack, running east 
and west in pens just high enough so 
that cattle can reach the straw and not 
tramp on it. Cattle over 2 years old 
will commence eating it freely befoie 
the grass is gone, and will do well on it 
with one feed of fodder or hay each day 
If hauled out and scattered about they 
will not eat it 
Cattle frequently get 


the chaff in their eyes, and this causes 
some inflammation,but tbeysoon get well 
For milk cows, good bright straw, cut 
and steamtd with chop over it, is the 
•very best of food -even better than most 
hay 
btock eat it well and will increase 


their milk. One bushel of shelled corn, 
two of oats and one of ije ground to" 
gether, then v.heat bmn and a little cot 
tonseed meal added make the best mix- 
ture to use over straw, hay or fodder, or 
to be fed dry, I ever tried "

SPRING RUN 


Against Blind Bridle*.. 


When blind bridles were first ID reduc- 


ed as part of the f urrjishmgs with which 
to guide and control the noise's move- 
ments, a valid reason no doub! existed 
for their use and aeloption but why, in 
the light of long experience for the best 
interests of the horse and often for the 
safety of his driver they have not long 
ago been discarded, is a problem not 
easy of solution, if their continued use 
is because of their supposed attractive- 
ness to the head gear or as a matter of 
fancy, the preference is entitled to some 
degree of respect for there is no 'aw, 
moral or st^tutorv, in this or any other 
civilized country that prohibits the grat- 
incation of ones desires, provided his 
neighbors rights are respected 
But 


this circumstance, important as it may 
seem, falls far short of overbalancing 
the dangers incurred and the injuries m- 
llicted upon the eyes of the horse by the 
use of blinds, wntei George Jackson, in 
theiite i>tO(.L Journal 


High strung and fractious horses, ac- 


customed to blinds, nearly alnays be- 
come unmanageable if an open bridle be 
put upon them or by accident the blinds 
get misplaced nhile being driven, and 
serious ailments to the eyes have been 
traced to misfitting and badly adjusted 
blinds. The horse's comfort m a great 
many cases is sadly interfered with, by 
carelessness in fitting the blinds to the 
head, they being often so close as to shut 
out his vision almostentirely 
A partial 


glimpse of an object in the road that 
would seem harmless to him frequently 
causes a fright to the horse, that ends in 
a runaway; open bndles afford an unob 
strncted view of surroundings, and 
horses accustomed to wear them rarely 
shy while be,ng driven, unless indeed 
their eyes are impaired, which «ould 
constitute a sufficient demand for their 
use. 


The time to begin the discontinuance 


of the use of blinds is when fie horse is 
young and being trained to ^ork, they 
should never be put on him 
It would 


probably be unsafe m many cases to 
make the change with a high spirited 
horse, or one that is nervous and that 
had alwsiys been accustomed to them , 
with many, however, it would make no 
difference, unfamiliar s,ghts md a full 
•view of surrounding objects would cause 
some horses to become unmanageable 
while to one that had aUajs been ac- 
customed to the free use of his ejes, 
such things as are unusual and would 
otherwise startle him, would not be 
noticed; this of itself is an imperative 
reason for abolishing the blmds 
Lpon 


joung horses intended for the road and 
family driving, the farm or the team, 
they should never be used at all, be- 
tween the two evils—the check ram and 
the blind bndle — undesirable conse- 
quence* m \iew, the latter is far the 
worst in its results, for while the abuse 
of the much-talked about check rein is 
greatly to be deplored and its use is of ten 
linked »-th cmeltv and want of judg- 
ment, some suck arrangement is abso- 
lutely required in dmmg horses that 
are liable to stumble and for keeping 
them out of mischief while standing 
The humane use of the che<k rein is m- 
dispensible in many cases, for blind 
bndles there is no earthly need or ex- 
cuse.

As the season for peaches, plums and

served until fall 01 next spring by plac 
ing them in moist sand or eaith in some

The best way is to mix stones and sand
